CABLE LETTEK. 



Tropical Heat in London— Honors for 
the Son of the Ameer of 
Afghanistan. 



State Ball at Buckingham Palace— 
The Derby— Huntington Prophe- 
sies' Good Times. 



London, June 1 — This metropolis has 
had a full wock of blazing sunshine and In- 
tense heat. On Thursday the thermometer 
reglstorod S5 degrees in the shade, tho high- 
est figure rooorded in 27 years. Ladies in 
conBcquenco have been woaring the lightest 
and prettiest toiletteB, and tho mon in Hyde 
Hark and othor like places have boon trying 
to kotr-p themselves cool in groy flannolB and 
straw hats, exchanged in tho afternoon for 
white duck trousers and frock coats. This 
cool costume was worn In tho sedate House 
of Commons, and hundreds of ladies might 
havo beon soen dally taking tea on the ter- 
race ol'-,he Houso of Commons. 

The state bill at Buckingham palace on 
Thursday last was tho most brilliant in 
yours past. Tho great majority of gentle- 
men woro showy uniforms covered with 
glittering ordors, while tho ladles in their 
charming dresseB and jowols formed a pretty 
contrast to the Dictureiijuo Afghans of the 
Buitoof NazruU Khan, whose gorgoousEaBtem 
robes added additional lustre to tho scene. 
Many of tho richest and heaviest pieces of 
gold plate in the supper room were fixed as 
ornaments to the walls, the table and tho 
magnliicont buffet being coverod by some of 
the most valuable and highly prized speci- 
monB of the goldsmith's art. Among sev- 
eral Oriental show pieces displayed 
in honor of the Afghan prince was a 
poaoook composed of precious stones and 
valued at $150,000. Two thousand Invita- 
tions were issuod for tho ball, and more than 
that number were present. The repre- 
sentatives of the Royal family entered tho 
ball room at 1 1 p. m. , headed by tho Princess 
of Wales and tho Duohoss of Saxo Cobourg 
Gotha. Dirootly after the mombers of the 
Hoyal family wore seated, dancing began. 
Lady William Boresford (the Duchess of 
Marlborough), woro a dress of pale brocade, 
ornamentod with beautiful lace, violet 
flowers and wonderful diamonds. Mrs. 
George M. Curson, Mrs. Joseph Chamber- 
lain and Mrs. Hearst, of San Francisco, 
were prosent. 

The criticisms of Alphonse Daudet, the 
distinguished French author who had been 
visiting England, are raising quite a storm 
in social circles. He Bald the English 
women are utter strangers to elegance and 
good taste, adding the English encoun- 
tered in Paris with flattened down hair and 
huge feet, I found differed in no single par- 
ticular from the English lady of rank whom 
we met in London. They are nob handsome 
in feature and there's nothing seductive 
ub>\t their physical form." 

Shah/.ada Nazrula Khan, second son of the 
Ameer of Afghanistan, is being liberally 
feted and petted and it will ba marvelous if 
he roturns to Caboul without having formed 
the idea that Great Britain looks upon his 
father as a most important ruler. All the 
movements of Nazrulla are duly chronicled 
by the press and every detail concerning him 
is eagerly devoured, A visit from tho 
Ameer himself or his eldest son, Habibulla 
Khan, haa been on the tapisforsometime,but 
although much talked of and frequently dis- 
cussed, the impression of all who know 
Afghanistan, is that noither the ruler nor 
his heir would leave his native country. It 
was, however, generally believed that the 
eldest son would represent his father and ib 
was somewhat of a disappointment when ib 
was announced that tho second son, the 
child of a slave woman, would visit tho 
metropolis. 

Considerable difficulty as to the etiquette 
to bo obsorved was felt, but everything has 
boon Bmoothod ovor and by evory means in 
their power the authorities aro Boeking to 
impress upon tho yoimg Afghan the great- 
ness and importance of the BritiBh Empire, 
and by this means confirm tho Amoer in his 
proferenceB for Great Britain over his near 
neighbor Russia. From tho moment the 
priuco sot foot on Indian soil, ho was re- 
ceived in right royal form and with evory 
poBsiblo distinction. Addresses innumer- 
able havo beon presented to him. He haB 
boen received by high officials everywhere, 
and his vIbIs haB beon ono long BorieB of re- 
ceptions. This prince, as stated, brought 
with him a large suito and a detachment of 
Afghan troops. Being a Mohammedan, the 
roligous projudicos of tho Moslem have been 
taken into consideration and bo among his 
attendants aro a number of cooks who pre- 
pare tho loador's food in accordanoo with 
Moslom customs. Nazrulla Khan haB also 
in uttendanco upon him Colonel Talbot of 
the foreign department, and Mr. T. A. Mar- 
tin, Afghan agent. 

Throughout his six week's atay in this 
country Nazrulla will ho rocoivod ub Shah- 
zida (son of tho King). Ho is attended by 
royal escorts, has boon rocoivod by tho 
Quoon, is rocoivod by royalty and will, in 
faot, havo royal progress until his departure. 
Tho programme of receptions includes fes- 
tivities in his honor at Leods, Manchester, 
Glasgow, Liverpool and othor oomrreroial 
centres. In London, in addition to the re- 
ceptions at Marlborough Houbo and Wind- 
sor Castle, tho corporation of London have 
votod $155,000 for a dojouner and rooeptlon 
at tho Guildhall. His Highness, who is a 
slender man, with a weak beard, UBually 
wears a frock ooat with gold trimmings, and 
an KaBtorn turban. 

Soldom, if ovor, have so many Amorioans 
boon proBont at tho Dorby aB when Lord 
Rosobory's Sir Visto won tho blue ribbon of 
tho turf on Wednesday. Ab cublod, ib was 
estimated that thoro woro ton thousand 
trans-Atlantio visitors on Epsom Downs, 
and nearly all went thero in stylo, on 
coaches, and had Beats on tho grand stand 
and in boxes which cost a email 
fortune They generally became im- 
pressed with tho fact that race going 
In far moro expensive horo than 
in Amorica. Tho rosulb of tho Derby Boom- 
ed a surpriso to Lord Rosebory as muoh an 
to anyone Ho lookod sadly changed Bince 
ho won tho Dorby tho provlous year with 
Ladas. Tho Premier carriod a white um- 
brolla, and tho effect upen him of his recent 
illnosB was plain. Tho Afghan Prince, Naz- 
rulla Khan, viewed the scono apparently 
unmovod from the Royal box. Nothing 
could persuade him that ib was nob all ar- 
ranged beforehand for the Prlnco of Wales 
to win the first raoo, the Caterham plate, 



with his ontry Courtier, and for tho Premier 
to win tho Derby. 

Ib is announced horo that Count Da Cas- 
tellans, who recently married Mias Anna 
Gould, of New York, intends to devote part 
of his wife's fortune to a grand racing stable. 
He has already bought several horses, which 
will soon be run In races at Auteuil, France. 

Tbo arrival of the Cornell orew on the 
Thames is oagorly awaited by the English 
oarsmen. The American visitors immedi- 
ately after their arrival in England will pro- 
ceed to Henley in ordor to finish their train- 
ing. Quarters have already been secured 
for them by Mr. A. T. Hastings, represen- 
tative of the Cornell crew here, and every- 
thing possible is boing dono to make the 
Americans happy and oomfortablo. The 
ooming boating regatta at Honioy promises 
to bo tho moBb exciting event in years. Sev- 
eral of the English rowing olubs havo boon 
greatly strengthened in viow of the visit of 
tho Cornell crow to England. Guy and Vi- 
vian Nickalls, tho oelebratod English oars- 
men, have joined the London rowing club, 
and tho Thames rowing club has au exoop 
tionally good crow in Iraining. 

Tho roporb that William Waldorf Astor 
is trying to soil Cliovedon, his magnificonb 
English estate, is incorroot. On tho con- 
trary, Mr. Astor is making important alter- 
ations and improvements at Clioveden. Ho 
Ib ofton Boen on tho river in hiR stoatn 
launch, and still refuses to allow partios to 
land ab Clioveden and picnic in tho woods, 
which the Duko of Westminster, tho former 
owner of Clioveden, always permitted. 

In spite of reassuring Btatemente there are 
Indications of dissensions in tho newly 
formed American society, organized here on 
tho basis of tho Ohio sooiety of New York. 
The officers of oertain London olubs olaim 
to havo letters from the U. S. ambassador, 
Mr. Thomas F. Bayard, in whioh he refuses 
to bo responsible for anything eoolally con- 
nected with tho American sooiety. 

Five of the Bremen Trading Company's 
petroleum tanks ab Harburg caught firo last 
night. The firo covers an enormous extent 
of ground. Thousands of barrels of petro- 
leum, in addition to the five tanks of tho 
trading company, have been destroyed. All 
tho available fire engines and tho whole of 
the Peioneer battalion is trying to quenoh 
the conflagration. They are only able to 
protect the laborers' cottageB. The Kaissr 
factory and the Amerioan company's petro- 
leum aro safe, as. the wind la driving the fire 
in the dlreotion of the Elbe. Tho town is 
on the Bouth bank of the Elbe, about six 
miles south of Hamburg, and haB a popula- 
tion of 18,000.

Return of the Hon. Col. Baker from an 
Extended Visit to the 
Mines. 



The 



Wonderful Amount of Wealth 
Which ia Continually Being: 
Developed. 



Speaking to a Colonist roprBsontative of 
his trip to Toronto to represent the pro- 
vince at tho Dominion National Educational 
Association, and also of hia tour of inspec- 
tion of the mining districts of East and 
West Kooteiiay, Hon. Colonel Baker said : 
" My viBita to Toronto and to tho import- 
ant mining districts of East and West 
Kootenay have had for me a poouliar inter- 
est and have afforded me aomo valuablo In- 
formation in connection with two of the de- 
partments I have tho honor to administor. 
While at Toronto I had the opportunity of 
meeting tho loading educationalists from all 
parts of tho Dominion ,and of comparing 
notes with them, and I was particularly im- 
pressed with tho advantages likoly to accrue 
to tho cause of education from those period- 
ic \1 moo tinge of toaohora and representa- 
tives of educational departments. It will, I 
am convinced, lead eventually to a uniform 
ayatom of education throughout tho wholo 
Dominion, which is much to bo deairod. 
Tho next meeting of the Dominion National 
Educational Association^ to be held In 
Nova Scotia, and I put in tho claim of Bri- 
tish Columbia for the one next ensuing. 
Through the able management of Hon. Mr. 
Rosa, Minister of Education for Ontario, the 
week'a " feaat of reason " paaaod off without 
a hitch, and British Columbia has cortainly 
to thank him for the cordial attention and 
consideration shown to its representative. 

" On leaviug Toronto I proceodod to Ot- 
tawa to lay bi'foro the Dominion government 
tho eluima of tho Province for a moro gonor- 
ous consideration on several important sub- 
jects, whioh I hope may result in a Batisfuo- 
tory reply. On my return I diverted my 
route by way of East and West Kootenay 
in ordor to inspect those interesting portions 
of the Provinoe. Tho general indications of 
healthy progress I witnessed ie very cheering 
and the quartz mining industry in many 
portions of tho district of Southwest Koote- 
nay ia now so far developed as to leave no 
doubt whatever of the enormous mineral 
wealth of British Columbia. 

" I left the Canadian Pacific railway au 
Golden, a town which is kept busy by sup- 
plying the railway with " ties," two train 
loads of which leave dailj, while the neigh- 
boring saw mills of Beaver and Palliaor ply 
a good trade in supplying the Northwest 
with lumber. In proceeding up the Colum- 
bia river I noticed that the rich lamb on ita 
banks are being settled up by numerous 
farms. This is due to the completion of tho 
wagon road between Golden and Bull river, 
a distance of 200 miles, and it is a signifi- 
cant lndioation of how surely settlement fol- 
lows upon the opening up of communication 
in districts possessing natural wealth. 

" Mr. Hanson, at Wasa, noarFort Steelo, 
has a small orchard on hia farm, and the 
trees were covered with blossoms on May 
10. At Fort Steele mining enterprise is in 
a very healthy condition. The wagon road 
to the North Star mine was being pushed on 
to hav3 it completed in five weeks, when 
Mr. Mann intends to oponB up the mine for 
the company which has lately been formed 
for its operation. There ia an enormous 
body of galena giving 40 ounces of silver to 
the ton in this claim, and richer veina have 
been discovered in tho Sutherland group, in 
the same neighborhood. So little work has 
been done on these mines that it 1b impos- 
sible to prediot thoir future, but the indica- 
tions are very encouraging. 

" American capital ia now being direoted 
to this portion of the Kootenay district as 
well as to the eouth-weat portion, and wo 
may soon look to equally important results. 
The largo bodies of argentiferous galena on 
the Mowyea lake have boon purchased and 
are about to be developed. Rich gold quartz 
leads are reported from near Woaver creek 
and up Wild Horae creek. Tho mines 
known aa the ' Dibble group, ' near Fort 
Steele and'Cranbrook, have boon purchased, 
and ahow bodies of peacock copper and grey 
copper, assaying very high in Bilvor. Num- 
bers of prospectors are coming in from the 
American Bide, and the prospect of the 
building of the British Columbia Southern 
railway in the near future, and tho intro- 
duction of food and oheap fuel haa given a 
great impotua to the mining industry in both 
Eisb and Southwest Kootenay. 

" After taking four days' holiday and 
rest at my Cranbrook property, which I 
much enjoyed, I left Fort Steele by the 
steamer Anerley on the Kootenay river for 
Jennings on the Great Northern river and 
from thence took tr.dn to Bonnora Ferry, 
whore I caught the steamer Nelson, whioh 
took me by the Kootenay river and lake to 
the Pilot Bay smelter. On the way I was 
ablo to tee the extensive works of tho 
Kootenay Valley Company, which is dyking 
and reclaiming tho rich bottom lands of 
this portion of the Kootenay river. When 
the entire works are complotod, botwoen 
twenty and thirty thousand sores of flat 
bottom lands will bo reclaimed and we may 
oxpeot to see the whole of this fertile por- 
tion of tho valley dotted with small farms. 

"Tho scone at Pilot Biy ia one that 
ahould warm the patriotism of any true 
Brltiah Columbian. Tho extensive smelting 
»nd ooucontrating worka are in full blast, 
working day and night. Tho bullion from 
tho smelting furnaco is literally pouring out 
during tho twonty-four hourB, and under 
tho able management of Mr. Gordon, all tho 
maohinery and adaptations work without a 
hitch. Tho main aupply of oro is from tho 
Bluebell mino, ton milos furthor up the lako, 
and a temporary drawback la exporinncod in 
obtaining tho necessary dry ores ua fluxes in 
tho smelting operations ; bub thia will 
soon bo remedied when tho mines 
in bhe neighborhood are developed, 
as there are plenty of dry ores 
In tho district. The mosb aorious drawback 
ia tho ooab and tho dilliculty in gotting good 
ooko and coal ; bub tho introduction of the 
B.C. Southern railway, which will bring in 
rich aoal and ooko from the Crow's Ne»t 
Pass at half tho price now paid for inferior 
ooke by the smelting company, will aoon 
give bhe Pilot Bay amoltor all that it can de- 
siro. 

" Tho amount of ooko in weight to nmolt 
u ton of oro is about ton per cent, of tho 
weight of tho ore, and the smelter already 
usea 30 toca of coke per day. When cbeop 
fuel and dry oroa can bo obtained tho works 
will bo greatly enlarged. The amount of 
bullion turned out in the Pilot Bay amolter 
at present avoragos 20 tona in the 24 hours, 
and tho load averages OOounooa of (diver to 
tho ton. Tho bullion is Bhlppod to Illinois 
by steamer to Nolaon, thenoe by train to 
Hobuon, thenco by steamer on the Columbia 
river to Revolatoko and on by tho Canadian

Pacific railway. It ia la contemplation to 
erect a refinery in oonneatlon with the 
smelter. Through the kindness and atten- 
tion of Mr. Herrloks and Mr. Gordon I was 
able to inapecb bhe working in detail of this 
interesting enterprise. I afterwards pro- 
ceeded to Nolaon, which ia only four miles 
from the renowned Silver Klr<g mine. 

" Although this mice ia only 4J miles 
from Molson by a rough trail impassable at 
present, it is nine miles by a tolerablo 
wagon road, the last two miles of wh'ch is 
still covered by a hard crust of Bnaw. 1 took 
ho. sos at 7 u m and in company with Mr. 
Davys, the very competent manager of the 
mine, and arrived there at about 10 o'clock 
in a hoavy snowstorm. The Silver King is 
probably dostinod to be ono of tho great 
wealth producers of British Columbia. Id 
may bo described as a great dyke of dioryto 
protruding through shale which contains 
within its matrix ohimnoyB of copper and 
silvor ores, with iron pyrites. The ooppor 
Is found as pyrites or choleopyrites, and 
also as peacock oopper, the latter being 
richest in silver. There is also grey copper 
in places and silvor glance, whioh gives 
great rlohnoas to oortain bodlea of the oro. 
From 10 to 15 per oent. of tho general body 
of tho oro averages when pioked 100 onncos 
of silvor and 15 per cent, of copper to tho 
ton. There are about 100,000 tonB of ore in 
Bight, which, takine lb as a wholo, would 
average 55 ouncoa of ailver and 10 par oont. 
of copper to tho ton. Somo 3,420 feet of 
tunnels and drifts have been mado. Ooo 
tunnel has been driven straight for 91S foot; 
it struck the body of ore about 400 feet and 
has boen running in ore ever since. Four 
winzos have been sunk, respectively 90, 70, 
70 and 125 foot exposing the ore. Borings 
are now boing mado with an Inch diamond 
drill, so as to feel tho way ahoad and below 
and thus lay out tho direction and volume 
of tho ore. Tho width of tho dioryto varies 
from 70 to 10 feet, and in tho 70 feoo width 
40 feol oontains oro. 

" It Is of oourse impossible to predict 
with cortalnty what future workings in 
dopth and length may show, but considering 
that all dioryto dykeB are eruptive rocks, 
whioh aro thrown up in tho moltcu state 
from below, and that tho silver and oopper 
found in thia caao aro part of tho IngrodientB 
in tho molten matter, ia it reasonable to ex- 
pect that tho riches of thia mino will bo con- 
tinuous. The company haa called for tenders 
for a tramway from the mine to Nelson, and 
I believe it is their intention to eroob a 
smelter immediately. This is a wiao resolve 
as tho oro is essentially a smelting ore ; it 
does not require oonoontrating, but can be 
sent direct) to the smelting furnace. More- 
over, Nolson ie, by ita position, admirably 
adapted aa a great smolting contre. It is in 
the midst of the great variety of ores, both 
web and dry, produced by the various mines 
north, Bouth, east and west of tt, and oan bo 
reached by water and railway from all quar- 
ters. Ib will be on the route of the B. C. 
Southern railway in the near future, and 
will thus be put in contact with the best of 
fuel at a very cheap rate. In fact there 
could not be a better looation for a smelter. 

" On returning to Nelson that afternoon 
I had considerable provincial business to 
transact with Captain Fitzstubbs bo I de- 
ferred to the following morning my visit to 
the Poor Man's mine. This is one of the 
paying mines of British Columbia. Ib is 
situated about aix milea from Nelson, above 
the Kootenay river, and only a mile from 
the Columbia and Kootenay railway. The 
property belongs to the Messrs. Davenport, 
who have stuck manfully to their mine for 
years past and are now reaping the reward 
of their courage and poraiatenoy. A four- 
atamp mill and concentrator has boen erect- 
ed, worked by water-power, and it waB in 
aotive operation during my visit. Tho vein 
consists of quartz, varying from ten inches 
to two feet in thickness and oarrying freo 
gold and sulphureta, whioh hold gold me- 
ohanioally. 

" Considerable work has been done in tho 
mines. Drifts have been run along the vein 
and winzes Bunk, tunnels have been run to 
strike tho vein at lowor depths, and every- 
thing has tended to prove tho permanency 
of the mino and also ita richness in gold. 
The quartz vein runs through a porphyritio 
syenite, and ib is curiously oub here and 
bhore by breaks of a Boft shaly rook varying 
from twelve feeb to a few inches. Ib is evi- 
dent that these filled up fissures must have 
been made after the formation of tho quartz 
vein, as the latter is continuous on eaob side 
of the fissure. 

" I wont over the whole mine and It is 
unquestionably a valuable property. Quite 
recently some small quartz veins containing 
gold have been discovered running nearly 
parallel to the worked vein, and it is possi- 
ble that ab greater dopth they may unite 
and form a large voin. 

" I returned to Pilot Bay that evening by 
the steamer Alberta, spent parb of the night 
In watohing the smolting operations, and 
tho next morning Messrs. Herriok & Gordon 
kindly placed their stnamor at my disposal 
and accompanied me to the Blue Ball mine. 
This is tho principal source of aupply of ore 
to the smelter and is owned principally by 
Mr. Hendryx. It is probably one of the 
largest bodlea of oro in tho world. It ia 
composed of carbonate of lead, galena and 
cr.pper, tho total width of the voin being 
193 foot— namely, carbonato 100 feet, galona 
87 feet and copper 6 feet, the copper being 
botwoen tho carbonato and galena. Five 
thousand tons of ore wero taken out in 
one month by forty men, and the 
average daily output ia now ISO tons 
with thirty-eight men all told. The outcrop 
of tho seam can be traced for a distance 
of a mile and a half and it shows nearly tho 
sumo body of ore. Tho mino has not boon 
provod much more than u hundred foot ha- 
lo w tho surface, and although it ia of low 
grado, averaging only about ton ouncea of 
silver to the ton, it ia impossible to say 
what discoveries may be mado with greater 
dopth. A diamond drill Is about to bo put 
in operation in ordor to lay out tho mino in 
dopth and width. 

" Tho atoamor Alborta called at 10 a.m. 
and took mo over to Knslo, whore I spont 
tho Queen's Birthday. There were over a 
thousand people gathered thoro, and horae 
racea, regattas and athlotio sports worn tho 
order of tho day, and through tho well or- 
ganized arrangements of tho Mayor, Mr. 
Keen, and hia council, all passod off to 
everybody's satisfaction. Tho next morning 
I left by tho atago at 7 a.m. for Three Forka, 
distant 30 milea. I much regretted that I 
was unablo to viait Ainaworth, but my timo 
was limited. 

" Tho following day I atartod oarly for 
tho Slocan Stur mino, which is about fivo 
miloB from Throe Forka Bnd two milea from 
Sandon, which ia to bo tho terminus of tho 
Kaalo & Slooan ruilway. A largo amount of 
dovelopmont has boon done upon this mine 
in a systematic and businesslike mannor. 
Tho voin ia capped with Iron and fine 
aulphurot for about 100 feet, with apota of 
galona horo and thoro. Ib fa about eight 
fuot in width on tho anrfaco und widons to 
twenty foot. The body of solid galena after 
tho iron cupping is passed ia a Bight to vw, 
and romlnda ono of tho Arabian nights, ua ib 
aparklos and glittors like a million jewels. 
Two thousund five hundrod tons of bhe oro 
has already boon Bhlppod and it assays vory 
high in silvor — up to 170 ounoes. 

Four tunnola havo boon run to Btrlko tho 
voin. The last Btruok bho seam at 000 foot, 
whoro it was oven riohor than in the higher

FRENCH FOREION POLICY. 

M. Hanotiiux Makes an Explanation In the Sen- 
ate Which Is Received With Cheers, 

Parih, Juno 1 In tho senate last night 
M. Hanotaux, minister of foreign ullaira, 
made an important statement regarding tho 
foreign policy cf the government, in which 
ho Baid that French national interests wore 
not subordinated to tho intoroats of other 
powers. Ho explained that the part Franco 
took in tho Kuropoan representations to 
Japan was dictatod by tho interests of 
Franco, in view of hor position in Indo- 
China and tho protection she owed to French 
religioua misBione in China. Franoo ould 
not soo tho independence of Chinu menaced 
by a permanent Japanese occupation. If 
tho emplro of China foil or waa rudoly 
Bhakou, Fronoh interests would surely suffer 
from tho consequent disorder and anarchy. 
Rusaiu, ho continued, hold tho samo vlow 
regarding tho necossity of maintaining tho 
status quo In China, in hor own interest, and 
Garmuny, likowiee, had good roasona for 
aotlng in unison with Franco and RuBBia.

tunnels. Tho vein runs through blue slato 
diagonally to the stnta. Acroas the valley 
high up the mountain and at tho point 
whoro tho Sloc&n Star seam should touoh if 
it wore prolonged, wo find tho Eureka mine, 
of the same oharacter as tho Slocan Star and 
probably a continuation of it. A tramway 
is about to ho built to oonneot tho mine with 
tho terminus of the Kaalo & Slooin railway 
and there is little doubt that tho Slocan 
Star will prove a noted mine in tho mining 
hiatory of tho world. There aro thouaanda 
and tens of thousands of tonB of oro already 
In Bight. 

"I returned to Three Forks that after- 
n ion and walked down to tho concentrator 
which has bebn built to troat tho ores from 
tho Idaho and Alamo mines, which are also 
oxtremoly rich. Tho arrangement cf tho 
concentrator is very comp'oto and it haa a 
capuoity for treating 100 tons of crude ore 
por day with a total of eight men. Six 
thousand tons of oro havo already boon 
taken out of tho Idaho group, and 4,500 
tonB have been passed through the concen- 
trator. A tramway between tho mlius and 
tho concentrator will be comploted in July 
when it will recommence work, Tho mines 
aro tributary to the Nakusp railway. 

"The next day I made my way by tho 
Nakuep railway and tho Columbia ilvor to 
Trail Croek. The scene at tho Trail Creek 
landing was most inspiriting — piles of oop- 
per ore woro lying on tho wharf, and about 
thirty four-horse wagons are employed in 
bringing the oro down from the mines at 
Rossland, sevon miles distant. I took tho 
stage, which was orammcd with paaaongors, 
and the road is so cut up with tho heavy 
traffic and bad weather that it took fcur 
hours to accomplish the seven miles, Rosa- 
land is tho picture of a busy mining camp. 
There aro already over a hundred houaea 
and about a thousand peoplo in the camp. 
The provincial rovonuo amounts to 
over $2,000 por month and it 
will soon be doubled and treblod 

" There is a group of mines in this neigh- 
borhood all producing a similar kind of oro 
out of Bimilar rock, namely, a hard, Horn- 
blende dioryto. The ore is iron pyrites and 
copper pyrites containing silver and uold. 
The veina run in all directions, and tho War 
E igle and the Jose unite at almost right 
angles. Tho whole ploco is full of veins and 
many of them aro being worked in force. 

Tho War Eagle mine has eix parallel 
veins on the surface. It has run two tun- 
nels, 600 and 350 feet respectively, and a 
third la now being driven to tap tho vein 
500 feot below, whioh it ia expeoted 
tc do in 1,<J00 feet. The vein of almost solid 
ore avorageB about eight foet. The walls in 
many places are smooth and show slioken- 
sldoB, and from many indioations it looks bb 
though the whole body of rook had been 
subjected to some enormous pressure, which 
had broken up tho structure, and In eomo 
places faulted the veina. Tho ore ia rioh in 
gold, silver and copper, and averages 
throughout about $50 to the ton — in eomo 
placoa it goes up to $280. 

Tho Le Roi mine almoat adjoins the War 
E tgle and is equally rioh. The copper 
pyrites in this mine averages from I A to 5 
ounees of gold to tho ton and the decom- 
posed vein on the surfaco goea 3 ounces of 
Bold to the ton. There must be quite 150,- 
000 tons of ore already in Bight in this group 
of mlnea and 3,500 tona per month are now 
being ahippod. Tho capabilities of this por- 
tion cf the district are undoubtedly very 
great, and with proper regulations and man- 
agement can bo made a source of great 
wealth to the province. I wont through 
threo of these mines from end to end and 
Oin vouch for the importance of thorn to tho 
province, bat I regret to say that at present 
all the ore ia going out cf tho country into 
tho Statoa. Thia should not bo, us 
a smelter at Nelson and an extonsion of tho 
Columbia & Kootenay railway to opposito 
Trail Creek, and a tramway f,om the mines 
to tho mouth of Trail creek would give tho 
mine owners advantages equal to any they 
could got elsewhere. 

" I have morely montioned briefly a f <iw 
of the prinoipal mincB whioh I visltod on 
route, but there aro a number of others of 
great importance and which aro boing de- 
veloped, ,>ud there cannot bo any doubt 
that tho two Knotenays will becomo re- 
nowned aa one of the great mining centres 
erf the world.

be tho occasion of a groat festival, in which 
the maritime powerB of Europe will take 
parti. It will indeed be for Germany a joy- 
ful celebration. 



A GREAT UNDERTAKING. 

Gormaoy has for tha last eight years or 
bo been engaged in tho construction of a 
groat work about which the world has heord 
very little. This is the outtiDg of an ini- 
tnenso ship canal to conneot the North aoa 
with tho Biltio sea. Such a work waB very 
greatly needed. Tho only entrance to the 
Baltic sea was by narrow straits studded 
with islands. Tho rocks and shoals and 
currents in theso channels mako navigation 
difficult and dungorous. Tha shipwreoks in 
these passages have been numberless and 
the loss of j,life immense. "Since 1858," 
one account ssys, " there are records of 
.'{,500 total wrecks and about the same 
number of mishaps of a leas sorioua charac- 
ter, all, however, destructive to commerce. 
Sinoo 1877 moro than 1,000 lives have been lost. 
No skill, no provision, can secure tho mar- 
iner againsb the sudden etjualls, loo llaeB, 
rocks and natural impediments that bristle 
in tho system of narrow straits that sur- 
round the Jutland peninsula." That penin- 
sula itself is a very serious obstacle to navi- 
gation. In ordor to reach tho Baltic ports 
of Germany and Russia ships, to 
get round it, must make a wide circuit, and 
thus much valuable time is lout and, as we 
have soon, grout danger is incurred. A canal 
cut aoross the peninsula will make tho voy- 
age to those ports very much shorter and 
infinitely safer. This canal has juBt been 
completed. It is from Holtzmun, near 
Kiel, on tho oast side of tho peninsula, to 
Brunsbutter, near the mouth of the Elbe, on 
the west side. The distance between tho 
points is 63 miles. Tho direction of the 
canal is south weat. It is 217 feot between 
bank and bank at the surfaoo and 86 feet 
wide at tho bottom. Its uniform depth 
is 30 feet. There are basins at interval! 
along Its whole length to accommodate the 
shipping. The lurgest warshipB afloat can 
pass through this splendid canal, which la 
solidly and skilfully built. A host of labor- 
era and artificers have been ab work 
during the last oight years at this canal, 
They have removed 67,000,000 cubic yarda 
of earth and rook, and have built looks, 
harbors and bridges. Four railways crosB 
the canal and ton roadways. The bridges 
are liuilt so that tho Iargost vossels can pasu 
under thorn or sail through them. Tho 
highest span is at Gruenlhal, near tho Elbe 
terminus; ib riies 137 feet above tho level 
of tho oanal. Sixteon now ferries have boon 
providod for tho ucoommodation of local 
travel and traliiu. The coBt of this great 
work has not been moro than 838,000,000. 
Ib is Baid that it has boon built with tho 
greutest economy. Not a dollar has boon 
misapplied and none of tho work has boon 
slighted or scamped. 

Tho aanal has lockB, but it is nowhero 
much above tho level of tho eoa at Kiel. For 
tho groator part of the yoar tho looks will 
bo unnecessary. A glanco at tho map will 
show the vory great advantago that this 
c»nal will bo to Gormany and to tho parts of 
Russia which bordor the Baltic Ib is Haid 
bhab Russia aa well aB Germany is making 
bhe alterations in its Baltic ports which tho 
construction of this groat waterway will ron- 
dor noceSBary. Tho oanal will be of the 
groatoab advantago to Gormany from a 
military point of view. It will of 
courso take many ships and many 
soldiors to keep possession of It in 
timo of war, but ib will givo Germany 
tho command of tho Baltic, and ib is calcul- 
ated that it will double tho effectiveness of 
its navy. The commercial benefits which 
Germany will dorivo from its conatruction 
aro Incalculable. Ib will, in facb, revolu- 
bionir,? tho commerce of that country. Ib 
is bolioved that tho opening of tho Kiel 
oanal will have a very injurious cff;ob on bho 
aommorco both of Donmark nnd Norway. 
Tholr ports will no longer bo in tho traok of 
tho trado of Russia and Germany, but tho 
injury to theso countries may not bo noarly 
so graat as is npprohondod by timid Danes 
and Norwegians. 

Tho opening of this groat ship canal ia to 



EVIDENCE OF PROSPERITY. 

" Whab a nation muat do to bocome proa- 
porous is to increase its imports," ia the 
sublimo conclusion arrived at by the limes, 
after furthor reflection upon its very orig- 
inal argument that an inoreaso in exports 
" really represents a loss " to tho exporting 
oountry. This latest doctrine if coming 
from a leas conspicuous aouroo might per- 
haps bo aob down as an idiotio contusion o! 
cause and offeot, but lb is ovidently tho pro- 
duat of uuwontod mental activity Induced 
by a desiro to aubatituto home-made poli- 
tici! economy for hand-nie down campaign 
'• literature." 

Aa, however, our contemporary not long 
ago explained that ib is subjeab to very 
peculiar typographical freaks, it mi. y bo 
bhab in the oditor's mind the wordB wore 
differently arranged, and ran something like 
this : " What a nation must do to increase 
its imports Ib to bsoomo prosperous. " At all 
ovents it Is quite justified in associating in- 
crease of imports with prosperity, though 
tho party for whom the Times pleads oan 
take little politioal comfort oub of tho oir 
cumstanco. 

Boforo tho Grits starved this Dominion in 
tho fivo lean years of their mlBrule, Canada 
was rapidly increasing in importance aa i 
customer of other nations, and in 1874 7f 
it purohased abroad to tho oxtent of §123, 
000,000. In that year tho businoss com 
munity seemod to roalizo tho disastrous 
nature of tho change from Liboral Coneer- 
vativo to Grit domination, and in tho twolve 
months following, under the pressuro of the 
hard times, thoy imported to tho extent of 
but $93,000,000 worrying through the suc- 
ceeding twoyoarc with $9!),000,000*nd $93,- 
000,000 reBpootively ; but in 1878 79— at bhe 
ond of the Grit regime— they were in a posi- 
tion to buy only $82,000,000 worth abroad; 
an incapable, unprogrosBive government be- 
ing very largely responsible for the immonso 
shrinkage of $-11,000,000 thus ovidencod in 
tho annual purchasing power of tho Dom- 
inion. 

Then the Liberal-Conservatives reas- 
sumed control, and the people took courage. 
True, they had been so impoverished that 
in 1879 80 they could buy only to tho 
tend of $S6,000,000, but the foundation of 
prosperity was then well laid, and in the 
next few yeara the purchases abroad thua 
strikingly inoreased : 

Imports— 1880-31 $105,000,000 

1881- 82 119.000,000 

1882- 83 132,000,000 

Tho average annual value of imports for 

this first torm under tho National polioy 
was thus close on $110,750,000. In bhe 
second term of four yoara it remained about 
tho same. A third general eleotion demon 
atrated that this beneficent fiscal system 
had come to stay, and purchases were still 
more freely made, the annual average roach 
ing $117,000,000 for tho fonr years. And 
in the three fiscal yoars which have been 
completod Binoe the last general election 
the value of tho imports into Canada haa 
averaged $126,000,000 por annum. 

Surely this evidence ought to convince 
the Times that Canada Ib indeod on the high 
road to proepority, particularly as the sub- 
stantial incroase in the value of exports 
during the same period permitted the 
people not only to supply themeolvea more 
freely from abroad, but to have bosidea 
more ready oaeh to hold in reserve. 



The brotherB Hyama so manoged matters 
that they got posaossion of tho greater part 
of the $30,000 insurance. Mra. Harry P. 
HyomB wub or.o of tho witnessis for the pro- 
secution in tho case. She at any rate 
seoms to have believed that thoro had been 
foul play. She wub in a pitiable 
condition when Bho gave her testimony, but 
aho went on the witness stand without re- 
luotance. The trial waa, as wo are happy 
to say all trials in Canada are, oonduotod 
with tho utmost fairness. Tho prosecution 
was skilful and porsovering, but tho defonco 
was scarcely less ao, and every privilege and 
overy indulgence aonelatent with tho attain- 
monb of tho ends of justloe were allowed the 
accused men. The judge's oharge waB a 
model of moderation and impartiality. The 
counsel for tho dofenco did not raiae a single 
objection to ib from first to laBt. The jury 
having given tho case seven hours' consider- 
ation oould not agreo on a vordiot. This is 
not surprising, for tho case in ono of much 
moro than ordinary complexity. The ovi- 
donco, as wo have Baid, was wholly cir- 
cumstantial, and it waB tho duty of 
tho jury to a vory unusual extent 
to consider and weigh probabilities, l'his 
is vory difficult and dolloabe work for ovon 
professional men who have had much ex- 
perience in Blf i-ing evidenco and In estimat- 
ing tho valuo of faots, and wo oan very easily 
understand how conscientious laymen would 
rogard tho ooncluBlons at which thoyarrivod 
in such a case with difhdonoo and find it al 
moab an impossibility to dooide that no 
reasonable doubb of tho guilt of the porsons 
oxisted. Tho Toronto Globe concludes an 
article on tho Hyama caco with tho following 
observations : 

Ono obvious lesson tho oaao aoema 
teach, and that is tho importance of tho 
duty that restB upon Coronora. There seems 
to bo a necessity that that officer should up 
proaoh every oaso to which his attention ia 
oallod with a suspicious mind. That is his 
propor offioial attitude Hie preliminary 
inquiries should bo as thorough as possible 
Cin thero be any doubb that if the Coroner 
In this case had become aware that tho vie 
tim of bho accident, a lad earning less than 
$600 a year, waB inBured for tho sum of $34, 
000, ho would have decided that an inquiry 
into tho olroumataneea of hia death was ne 
cessary '.' And if an inquest had taken place 
at tho timo many matters that aro and c 
alwayB remain obsauro could doubtlesB thon 
havo been definitely and decisively sottlod 
ono way or tho other.

A CAUSE CELEBRE. 

A murder trial lately comploted in Toron 
to will be one of tho cause* Celebrex of this 
Dominion. Two brother, Dallas T. HyamB 
and Harry P. Hyama, wero acoused of tho 
murder of William C. Wells. It was 
chargod thab the murder was committed 
on the 16th of January, 189.'! The motive 
waa to Becure the amount of §30,000 for 
which the life of Wolla wuo insured. The 
Hyama brothers— who by tho way are twins 
— were doing buaineaa In Toronto. They 
hirod a warehouso in which thero waa a 
lift. Wolla waa in thoir employ. In tho 
morning of tho day named abovo young 
Wolla was killed, oither accidentally or by 
doaign, by tho weight of tho lift falling upon 
him and cruBhing hie Bkull. Tho proao 
oution maintained that thero was no acci 
dont, bub that the death of Wells was tho 
outcome of a plot concoctod by tho Hyama 
brothers. Tho evidonco was wholly 
cumatuntlal. There was no ono in tho 
warehouao when Wolls waB killed oxcopt ouo 
or both of tho brothers. Tho proaocution 
contendod that it was impossible for tho 
woight to bocome aopunitod from tho hook 
from which it waa BUBponded unloas it was 
takon oif by doBigo. Tho dofonoo triod 
show that tho lift waa a rickotty concern, 
continually gotting out of ordor, and that 
young Woll8 when uaing it waa oaroloaa. 

At tho timo that Wolla waB killed the 
promium on bin policy would bo due in a 
few daya. The Hyama owed him $1,000, 
and Wolla was pressing for payment. It 
came out in evidonco that tho Hyama 
brothera woro alTocted with a kind of in- 
surance crazo. Thoy woro nob by uny moans 
well oil, yot Dallas had takon oub polioies 
to tho extent of $50,000. Tho poliaioa of 
$45,000 of this sum bad boon takon out a 
few montha boforo tho death of Wolls. Mr. 
Odlor, tho loading counsel for tho proaocu- 
tion, labored hard to oroato tho suspicion 
thab this Insurance, oo greatly oub of pro- 
portion to tho means of the young men, 
could not bo honost insurance, 

A lady oooupiod u prominent and a vory 
melanoholy position in thia case. Thin lady 
waa the slater of Wolla. She was elnglo at tho 
timo in which her brother was killod, but 
she had been previously engaged to Harry 
P. Hyama. Thoro was a misunderstanding 
and tho ongagomont was broken off, but 
after a while she and Harry P. HyamB wore 
reoonoilod ond thoy bocamo man and wifo.

Tho Dominion stoamor Quadra roturnod 
yesterday from her cruiso to Alaska, where 
eho proceeded ua far aa Yakutat Bay, at 
which place tho Alaaka Boundary Survey 
pirty, coualating of soven persona in charge 
of Mr, Brobazon, woro lauded. After coal- 
ing at Union, Biynos Sound, tho Quadra 
proceeded to Port SimpBon, where a largo 
boat and eight canooa woro taken on board 
for tho use of tho aurvoy. Junouu was tho 
next port of call, whore some of tho canoes 
woro landed and two of tho party joined ; 
from thonco the Quadra procooded to Sitka. 

In order to arrive off Sitka at daylight, 
and also to avoid a fresh aouth-wostorly gale 
a stoppage was mado ab Port Conclusion, a 
few miles norbhward of Capo Ommanoy. 
ThiB port, natnod by Vunoouvor, was whore 
hiB celebrated survey endod and from this 
circumstance received its name. It is an 
excellent harbor and appears to bo clear of 
hidden dangers It baa not been survoyod 
since Vancouver 'a viait and hiB chart being 
on board tho Quadra was found to be a reli- 
able guido. Tho evening being fino an ex- 
amination waB mado of tho little cove, a per- 
fect natural dock, whore Vancouver's ships 
wore moorod during the time hia boats wero 
engaged concluding hia memorable work. 
As a rominiaoonce of tho colobrated naviga- 
tor, Captain Walbran had a board with the 
following Inscription fixed to a prominent 
tree at tho entrance to this cove: 

Captain Goorgo Vancouver, R N.. 
H.M. Ships Dlaeovory and Chatham, 
Finished hia aurvoy of theao waters 
at this novo, August 22nd, 171)1. 
D.Q.S Quadra. May luth. 1895. 

During tho stay of the Quadra ab Sitka 
tho United Statoa veaaolB Pinta ond Rush 
and H.M.S. Phoasant wero in port. Thoro 
is a email but excellent muBOUm at Sitka, 
named the Sheldon Jaokson Museum ; it ia 
well worth a visit by any poraon who takes 
an interest in Indian work and relics. The 
Quadra left Sitka on Sunday afternoon, 
May 12, and tho next morning the anchor 
was let go off tho mission at Yakutat, 
after a smart run up tho coast of 231 miles, 
a freah southeast galo with high following 
sea boing oxporlencod. The first two days 
after arrival in Yakutat tho woathor was 
vory bad, a furiouB galo blowing from tho 
northoaBt with snow, thon veering to tho 
southoast with torrents of rain. 

Tho whole coast northward of Yakutat 
bay as far aa loy capo, which was observed 
from tho Quadra on tho day of her arrival, 
is seemingly ono immonao sheob of snow and 
ico, tho mountains in tho vicinity, amongst 
whloh ore many glaoiors, boing especially 
grand, covored with eternal snow from their 
summits downwardB. Amongab thoao moun- 
tains woro observed tho magnificent peaks of 
Mount Sb. Ellas, Mount Cook and Mount 
Vancouver, all of them being diroctly oppo- 
site to tho Quadra's anohorago. A Btay of 
four daya was mado at Yakutat, and the 
Ust one being fino it was takon advantage 
of by tho Biirvey party to oxamino tho 
southern shore of tho bay, tho scene of thoir 
futuro work. 

Leaving Yakutat on May 17, a direot run 
was mado to Port SimpBon, whoro the 
Quadra arrived ot noon of tho Mlob. Here 
the buoy work in connection with tho 
northorn waters of British Columbia was 
taken in hand. All the buoys woro duly 
relieved as the Quadra prooeedod south- 
wards. A largo Bteol oan buoy was moored 
of the west oud of Hodgson reef and another 
buoy of tho aomo doecription ab tho west 
end of Alford roof, in plaoo of tho spar 
buoys heretofore marking theBO dangorB. 
A Bmall beaoon waa orectod on tho ond of 
the roof, extending in a northwest direction 
from Shrub islot, Motlakatla. This harbor 
boacon will bo most serviceable to nav- 
igators using this port, as this is a danger- 
ous cornor, and tho Bpar buoy previously 
marking It was always liable to got adrift, 
owing to tho otrong tidal current in this 
harbor. Tho useful atoel can buoy off 
Cortes island waa rolievod with another of 
tho Bame description on May 30, and thonco 
tho Quadra returned to Viatoria. 

Tho Quoon'a birthday was spout at Motla- 
katlah, when tho orowuaslstod Mr. and Mrs. 
Todd, tho Indian agent and hia wife, in giv- 
ing the Indian residents of tho villago a 
happy day. 

Tho following rocks, not marked on tho 
Admiralty charts, havo boen loaatod, and 
two dingora, reported as non-oxiBtent, ex- 
amined during tho oruiBO : 

A Bhoul patoh looated, with 2\ fathoms 
over it, iu tho anohorago at Plumper bay. 

A dangorous rock, with C.J foot over it, In 
tho anchorage at Kynumpt harbor, and 

Another dangerous rock, awaBh, off Hi- 
dalgo point, Hornando Island. 

A rock, marked on Admiralty ohart 1923b,

COUET OF ASSIZE. 

Cook Allowed Ills Freedom under Suspended 
Sentence— Warrants Issued for 
Slippery Chinamen. 

John Cook, who on Friday was found 
guilty on somo of tho countB of tho indict- 
ment against him for keeping a gaming 
house, was yeatorday liberated on his own 
recoguizinooa. 

Mr. Justico Walkom, in revlowing tho 
circumstances of tho case, among othor 
things that tho hotting waB of a vory light 
oharactor and was only proved to havo taken 
place on tho day ohargtd, said that ib wos 
still an offence against tho statute, a criminal 
offence which could not bo lightly regarded. 
What tho atatute aimed at was by prevent- 
ing tho establishment of gaming hoUBea 
to lessen tho allurements and at- 
tractions to young men, and for that 
matter to others who aro often ruined by 
play. Tho gambling in tho present oaae was 
exceedingly light, but tho statuto drew no 
diBtinotlon as to whother play were heavy 
or light. Ab counsel for the prisoner had 
raised the objootion that contrary to the 
ruling of the court excoBalve play must be 
proved, and on the othor points had also 
taken exception to tho ruling of the court, the 
mattor musb go beforo tho oourt for crown 
oases reserved. Tho oourb would thoreforo 
requiro bhe prisoner to bo hound ovoi in re- 
cognizances for $250 to appear for Bontenco 
when called upon. 

Mr. Archer Martin on tho prisoner's bo- 
half intimated that in view of the roBult ib 
waB not likoly thot tho case resorvod would 
bo procoeded with. Ho askod that the 
other indictment, on a subsequent similar 
chargo against hie client, should bo disposed 
of, bub at tho request of Mr. Smith, for tho 
Crown, it was allowed to Btand over till 
next assize. It will, probibly, howovor 
not bo proceodod with, 

Leo Hong Yung not appearing to answer 
to a chargo of keeping a gaming houao hie 
bail was ostroated. 

A warrant was Issued for tho arrest of Ah 
Hoon, a witnosa in tho Mucdonoll and Jack- 
son gamine caBPB, who disappeared a day 01 
twoboforo the assizeB, aftor boing suhpumaod. 

This olosod tho asai/.e and tho court ad- 
journed.

Bonnets Small trod Wide Are Worn Well 
Back on the Head— Evening and ISall 
Gow»s — I>r» ss Trimmings— The Tad For 
Cycling und Skirt Dancing. 

Tho now'millinery roveala somo nov- 
elties and many elegant perversions of 
former modes. Tho twist of a ribbon, 
tho turn of a brim, tho interweaving of 
certain kinds of straw, and tho magnify- 
ing of a small and unimportant flower 
into a largo edition of it aro all the novel 
Ideas "which make up tho original models 
of the millinery world. This particular 
geason everything to do with hats and 
bonnets runs iu a trio. Feathers come 
In bunches of threo, colors in the same 
triple number, flowers aro grouped iu

threes, and sometimes tho brim of tho 
hat is so arranged as to form three dis- 
tinct plaits. 

In this connection may bo described a 
three cornered toijuo in coarse rose straw. 
It is decorated with clusters of shaded 
roses veiled in flno black laco on each 
corner. Tho brim is embroidered in jet 
sequins. 

Another specialty of opening millinery 
is tho size of every loaf and most of the 
flowers. Tho hydrangea in all wearable 
colors is tho flower par excellence of 
stylish millinery, but there ;iro of course 
many other flowers, including huge 
roses, being used. 

Tho Dutch shape of bonnet has becomo 
a Mario Stuart, retaining the crown, 
only slightly modified, and expanding 
into a small point in front and at either 
side. A small lace curtain caught up in 
the middle of the back is added to many 
of tho smartest bonnets, and in tho case 
of the fmicy straws threo upstanding 
oval loops of it, \% inches wide, form 
a trimming either back or front Tho 
Welsh shape of hat, only turned up at 
ono side, is another stylo in vogue. The 
fashion of wearing the hat on one side 
of tho head is no longer patronized by 
women who dress well, and the eccen- 
tric picture hat, it is to bo hoped, will 
disappear with this odious mode. Ev- 
erything is placed well back on the head 
and perfectly straight. On tho whole, 
the smaller shapes ore likely to prevail 
in all stylish headgear during the spring 
and early summer season. 

Wings aro even more popular than 
ever, but they aro not made only of jet, 
but of black silk gauze, veined and out- 
lined with sequins. Wo also see them in 
white and all pale colors, veined either 
with gold or silver sequins or with black 
ones. The jet for millinery purposes is 
of tho lightest possible description, and 
all lace employed in it is of a flno make. 

Women who are ever in search of new 
things can hardly fail to be delighted 
with the Parisian importation of mohair 
with a slight wliito figure interwoven 
all over like watering, but shot iu what 
without doubt is the newest color of tho 
day, a firelike effect, resembling flame, 
produced by a combination of red and 
tawny yellow. This mohair, which has 
many resisting qualities and wears well, 
was worn 30 years ago and looks so silky 
that it- is difficult to believe the tiiread 
is confined to goats' hair. It will make 
up into beautiful dresses. 

Tho evening and ball dresses aro char- 
acterized by two styles — the net dress 
in elegant velvet or silk and tho fresh, 
light, vapory, flimsy dresses in gauze, 
crepon, muslin, etc. Tho latter named 
is adapted particularly to young persons, 
to those who dunce, to the early days of

ranged with chiffon, and tho sleeves aro 
surmounted by a cape epaulet of lace. 

The trimmings this season aro of ex- 
ceptional elegance. Jet is a feature, but 
it is frequently contrasted with somo 
iridescent or strongly self colored beads. 
Tho form of most of these embellish- 
ments for gowns and mantles partakes 
of th.c nature of a yoke, a corselet, a 
zouave, or shoulder straps and stole 
ends, both at the back and in tho front. 
Steel and jot is another combination 
much in vogue at tho present moment. 

For tho skirts there are somo narrow 
panels prepared of jet and various color- 
ed beads, iridescent or otherwise Tho 
design for many of these is of some 
trailing flower with its foliage. Tho 
pouch or blouse fronts, winch aro so 
much worn today, give ample opportu- 
nity to tho designer of garnitures. Ele- 
gant dresses for matrons aro made to 
carry enormous quantities of embroid- 
ery, enriched by jewols, spangles, etc. , 
and associated with laco. Silver em- 
broideries of all kinds find a place on 
light blue and other tones.

There exists a strange incongruity in 
tho present fad for outdoor exercises and 
tho increasing dimensions of skirts and 
sleeves.

It appears certain, 
however, that much crinoline will con- 
tinue to be worn in drossy gowns, great- 
ly to the inconvonieuco of tho wearer. 

There is an increasing call for bicycle 
costumes now that threo generations of 
women are frequently to be seen cycling 
together — grandmother, mother and 
daughter, This statement can bo con- 
firmed any day by visiting a fashiona- 
ble cycling school in New York or other 
large city. A less innocent fad is that of 
drawing room skirt dancing. It is sheer 
nonsense to pretend that tho modern 
girl learns skirt dancing out of devo- 
tion to art. It is a fashion that adds 
nothing to the dignity of a gentlewoman 
or to her charm. Apart from skirt danc- 
ing there is no reason why tho ballroom 
programme should bo entirely usurped 
by the waltz. Why not revive the court- 
ly minuet and the graceful gavotte and 
those other charming measures which 
tho eighteenth century beauties trod with 
such grace and elegance? These are 
much easier to leant than the skirt dance 
and quite as expressive of till but the 
0bjC( Unliable features of tho latter. Re- 
garded as a mere study in deportment, 
they are admirable, and their practice 
would tend to the improvement of the 
averago damsel by rendering her gait 
easy, the angularities of her person less 
observable and her every movement 
graceful.

THE FIVE O'CLOCK TEA TABLE. 



A Tew SOKECRtlona For Its Tasteful and 
Fash lonoble Fitment. 

Beginning with tho tablo itself, it 
may bo a .small oval, circular or hexagon 
shape. Any one of these is preferable to 
a square one. Tables arc shown in sho w 
that arc provided with small leaves or 
arms a few inches wide, to open out in 
all directions. Such are not especially 
commended. Their effect is not, good as 
pieces of furniture, and they perform 
their office in rather an uncertain man- 
ner. Even four or five persons surround- 
ing such a tablo endanger its freight, a 
slight jostle being sufficient to overturn 
a cup or plate on one of its frailly sup- 
ported arms. 

If the surface of the tablo is highly 
polished and it is preferred not to cover 
it entirely, a handsome squaro or round 
centerpiece doily which is only a dinner 
centerpiece is used, or a teacloth a yard 
square may prettily and wholly veil it. 
The Dresden designs are not so much in 
vogue as they were. Our unhappy fash- 
ion of doing everything to death, wheth- 
er it, be Dresden, Trilby or empiro ef- 
fects, has worked its inevitable reaction, 
and the powdering of linen with gay lit- 
tlo blossoms is not much countenanced. 
Anything that is well done, howovor, 
remains beautiful, and those who have 
fine pieces of sueli needlework should let 
them see the light frequently. In plan- 
ning a new cloth somo later design may 
he employed. 

For tho actual impedimenta of tho ta- 
blo there are required a tea caddy, teapot , 
a hot water kettle, a cozy, a wafer or 
oracker dish, two or three pretty cups 
and saucers, cream jug and sugar bowl. 

To measure the tea with a spoon is not 
considered quite so correct, and so redo- 
lent of the old time flavor as to use tho 
cup cover of the caddy, "one (ill ton 
brow. " A glass mat may bo provided to 
set tlie hot teapot upon, and tho spoons 
are laid loose upon tho table. These, by 
tho way. as well as tho cups, should bo 
usable ones. In the days of souvenir 
spoons the rage for variety begot some 
carious travesties of those useful table 
implements. < toe felt grateful if one 
was not offered a perforated bowl, so 
twisted and grotesquo and abnormal 
were the changes rungnpon tea and cof- 
fee spnous. (.'ups should hold more than 
an actual thimbleful, though they need 
not hold a pint, and should bear somo 
relation to the laws of gravitation in 
their poise upon tho saucer. They should 
have a smooth rim. A (luted edge is a 
most unoomf ortablo finish for a drinking 
vessel Tho wafer basket may be silver, 
china or cut glass, explains a contributor 
to tho New York Times, from which tho 
foregoing is gleaned.

They have a docorativo valne 
in high studded openings and can bo 
made to conform to any irregular shape,

For 
instance, pound a few macaroons to pow- 
der, moisten with a little strawberry 
jam that lias heou pulped through a sieve 
or beaten smooth with a fork, add a 
few drops of vanilla essence, put a 
spoonful of this mixture in a tart, case 
and cover with a heaped teaspoonfnl of 
white of egg beaten to froth :uid mixed 
with caster sugar. When all aro ready, 
sift a litt lo caster sugar over each and 
bako till tho icing is set and colored a 
faint biscuit tinge. Orange and lemon 
mixtures are also suitable for tartlets.

Dtparture of the Steamers "Danube" and 
" Mande '—The " Shelby's " Sealskins 
Sold-The "Thermopylae"' Sails. 

The steamship Danube, Opt. Myers, left 
last evening for Northern British Columbia 
ports. A large number of Chinamen availed 
themselves of tho opportunity to proceed 
North to the canneries and tho ship carried 
besides heavy shipments of supplies for the 
canneries. Among the vessel's cabin passen- 
gers were Bishop Ridley, who very recently 
returned from an extended trip to EDgland ; 

D. Jennings and Osterhout, who had 
been attending the Methodist conference in 
Victoria ; Rev. J. A. ThomsoD, Bteamboat 
inspector, who is goiDg up to the 8koena 
river on official business ; the Misses West, 
Tyte and Noel, J. Fortescne, J. Gilbert, A. 
W. Taylor, F. Rogers, John Steel and J. 
Parker. 

Tho collector of oustoma yesterday morn- 
ing received a letter from Rear-Admiral 
Stephens authorizing tho landing and sale 
by the owner of tho schooner Sholby'B skina 
(124 in all). The skins wero in no state of 
preservation, and it was according to a Bug 
gestion of Mr. Milne that action wae taken. 
Tho skins after being landed wero pur- 
chased by J. Boscowitz & Sona, but the 
price paid is unknown. In tho lettor it was 
also atated that tho services of the Hon. C. 
E. Pooley had boon rotainod to represent 
the Crown in progtcuting the schooner and 
that the case would bo brought up in the 
Admiralty court vory soon. 

Yesterday tho first liconso for soallrg in 
the liehring Sea was iBeued to Capt. Kelly's 
echooner San Jobo, which is now on the 
West Coast. The schooner will bo manned 
by the captain and crew in charge of her 
during tho BpriEg cruiao, but sho will not go 
North for aomo time yot; tho securing of tho 
license ia simply so that she will bo in readi- 
noea for aialing by August 1. A number of 
tho other schooners of tho tleet are also 
about to make preparations in the same di- 
rection, but several of thoeo will go to the 
Copper iBlunds btforo entering tho sea. 

Not a foot of unoccupied freight spaco was 
to be found aboard tho steamer Maude when 
sho Bailed for tho Weat Coast lane evening. 
In fact thoro was more freight offering than 
sho could carry. It comprised in I ho main 
lumber and othor building material for 
aottlora. Tho steamer's passnnger accommo- 
dation was not so greatly taxed, hut there 
were a good many going to tho San Juan and 
Alborni settlements.

The International Chess Match EndB 
in a Tie, With the Honors De- 
cidedly With Victoria. 



"Capitals" Score a Win in Their 
First Championship Match- 
Cricket iu the City. 

When tho Victoria chesa oluh oonb a 
challenge to the San Francisco playors offer- 
ing a match by wire, few amongst local en- 
thUBiaata expected that Viotoria would do 
batter than mako a hard fight. Bub the 
Victoria chess club happocB to havo as mem- 
bers Messrs. T. Piper and J. R. Hunnox, 
whoso ability at tho gamo, strengthened by 
many a hard contoat with ita moat talonted 
exponents, mukoa them formidable antagon- 
ists evon in a tournament of tho masters. 
Neither gentleman wae really in a position 
to enter upon such an important contest, 
the shortness of tho notice and their own 
lack of reoont practice placing them at 
considerable disadvantage. With nono of 
the recent theory to which to refer, they 
had to rely upon their own Intuitive geniu 
to carry them to victory, and of this thoy 
wero naturally diffident, for, as one of them 
remarked, " I'm not afraid of San Franciaco, 
but of tho man from Now York," 
meaning that Mr. Steinitz'a recently 
published Book of Analyaoa would 
bo a powerful aid to tho San Fran 
cibco players. Two gume8 wero played, 
Mr. Hunnex openirg for Victoria at board 
No. 2, and having Mosara. A. Gonnason, P. 
Scbwengera and li. Williams an a consulting 
committoe, commencod with pawn 
queen'a 1, which resolved itBelf Into tho 
queen's gambit refused. The four Viotoria 
representatives took quick advantago of an 
early weakness in the Son Francisco do 
fence, and at midnight had considerably tho 
besc of the game. Sau FraDcitci, however, 
from that time on commenced to equalize 
matterp, and deBplto several very brilliant 
eSors on the part of Mr. Hunnox at 7:15 
yeetoriluy mnrnlrg Victoria resigned. 

A' board No. 1, Sau Francisco opened 
with the Bradford attack, and Mr. T. Piper 
for Vlc'.cria oppoBed it with the French de- 
fence. Admirably assisted by C. Sohwen- 
gerBaud Ur HaudB, Mr. Piper turned every 
combination of the California playors to his 
own advantage, till at mldnighb they found 
themaolves occupying a hopelessly defensive 
position. With a winning advantage, Mr. 
Piper played more brilliantly than over, 
slowly but surely sapping the laBb lin6n of 
the enemy's d( fence, and at G 44 a.m. a mes- 
sage came : 

" San FranclBco resigns," and tho first in- 
ternational game by wire had been won by 
Victoria. Mr. Piper waa heartily congratu- 
lated upon bis brilliant exhibition by tho 
many ohosa enthusiasts who had watohed 
with unabated interesb every move In the 
contost, and few seemed to realize that 
twelve hours had passed slnco the first move 
was wired. With auoh fine players in Vio- 
toria chess cannot fail to flourish in 
this city, and tho San Franciaco 
club realizing the atrongth of their 
late opponents havo already asked for a ro 
turn match at some future date. When it 
is arranged Victoria will probably Improve 
upon what waB an eminently satisfactory 
ieaue, and then the British Columbia play 
ors, like Alexander, will be sighing for new 
worlds to conquer. Mr. W. Christio of the 
C P R. Telegraph Company, and Mr. R. H. 
Johnston, secretary of tho chess club, muat 
be congratulated upon the able manner in 
which every detail of tho match waa carried 
out.

IIiiiiKinir Baskets.

Tho summer 
blooming oxalis is always satisfactory for 
this purpose, as the rich mass of foliage 
will soon droop down and cover the 
sides of tho baskets, and the graceful 
spikes and clusters of bloom will con- 
tinuo to develop all summer long. The 
various tradoscantias, with their hand- 
some variegations, should also find a 
placo in theso hanging baskets. It is 
easily rooted from slips, and a small 
plant purchased now will produce many 
thrifty plans before warm weather if tho 
branches are broken at all tho joints and 
rooted in dishes of sand, and when plant- 
ed in the baskets they will soon form 
ropes of handsome glossy foliago.
